Rov igo, Italy , Nov . 19 UP)—Th e 
h ome of Romeo and Ju liet— 
Verona—and Mantov a today fell 
u nder th e menace of Italy ’s ram­ 
p aging flood with th e collap se of 
a q u arter-mile section of th e 
north ern bank of Bianco (Wh ite) 
Canal. 
Th e break, wh ich h as dou bled 
in size since y esterday , was only 
one more new calamity in th e 
desolated Po delta, wh ere nearly 
200,000 p ersons h av e been made 
h omeless. 
A fierce storm-driv en rain in 
some p arts of th e v ast area added 
to su fferings of th ou sands of 
isolated h u ngry th reatened p er- 
soh s. It also aaded to th e floods, 
wh ich in th e p ast 10 day s h av e 
brou gh t death to more th an 100 
north Italians. 
Rov igo, th e p rov incial cap ital, 
was a deserted city . 
A fleet of small boats was 
ru sh ed to Adria, wh ere 20,000 of 
th e 35 ,000 p op u lation were ma­ 
rooned 
after 
ignoring 
earlier 
warnings. Du ring th e weekend 
th e waters cov ered th e city and 
today rose in many p laces to sec­ 
ond-story lev el. 
Th e canal break was 40 miles 
from Verona, a city of 170,000, 
made famou s by Sh akesp eare’s 
story . 
An official told rep orters 
th e collap se of th e canal bank 
was a “major th reat wh ich di­ 
rectly menaces ev en Verona and 
Mantov a.” 
Ruin Is Sp read 
Th e flood waters sp read mu ddy 
ru in ov er a delta triangle 36 miles 
deep and 18 miles wide at its 
Adriatic Sea base. 
Su bmerged in th e triangle wTere 
Adria, Cav arzere, a city of 25 ,000 
residents; Loreo, with 11,000, and 
Donada, 8 ,700, p lu s scores of v il­ 
lages, h amlets and farms. 
After a fu ll day of isolation 
th ose still in Adria, got some su p ­ 
p lies from an amp h ibiou s p lane. 
Damage so far was estimated 
in th e millions of dollars. 
From Rose a U. S. SA-16 am­ 
p h ibiou s p lane took off with ra­ 
tions for th e stricken area. It was 
p iloted by Maj. Robert M. Fer­ 
gu son of Stu rgeon Bay , Wis. 
Officials said more p lanes wou ld 
take off for th e flood area as soon 
as th e weath er cleared.

A. N. Kosy gin was missing 
from th e array of Sov iet leaders 
on Lenin’s tomb for th e Ru ssian 
rev olu tion anniv ersary , Nov . 7, 
bu t Prav da of Nov . 9 carries a 
disp atch from Uzbekistan telling 
of ceremonies th ere marking th e 
anniv ersary . Th e p lace of h onor 
went to Kosy gin. 
Uzbekistan is in central Asia, 
bordered on th e north by Ka­ 
zakh stan, also rep orted to be th e 
scene of p easant resistance to th e 
Sov iet regime; on th e east by th e 
Kirgh iz and Tadjik rep u blics and 
on th e sou th by Afgh anistan. It 
inclu des mu ch of th e fabu lou s 
Samarkand area, wh ere Tamer­ 
lane once h ad th e center of h is 
emp ire. 
Its p eop le are Moslems. 
Is Impo rtant Area 
Uzbekistan 
is 
an 
imp ortant 
agricu ltu ral area, p rodu cing cot­ 
ton, flax and oth er p rodu cts for 
th e Sov iet economy . 
Kosy gin, 
y ou ngest and least known of th e 
Politbu ro members, is a tex tile 
ex p ert and a former commissar of 
tex tiles wh o once wh ip p ed a'lag­ 
ging indu stry into greater p rodu c­ 
tion and standardized th e tex tile 
p rodu ction of th e Sov iet Union. 
A p rotege of p owerfu l Georgi 
Malenkov , h e became a member 
of th e Politbu ro in 1948 , wh en h e 
was minister of finance. 
Th e news of Kosy gin’s wh ere­ 
abou ts coincides with an attack in 
Prav da on “bou rgeois national­ 
ism” in Uzbekistan. Th e Prav da 
p iece ostensibly attacked “errors 
of a nationalist ch aracter” in th e 
work of Uzbek p oets and wrriters, 
bu t th ese attacks in th e p ast in 
oth er areas h av e been indications 
of a worrisome amou nt of nation­ 
al feeling in th e rep u blic con­ 
cerned.

Red cease-fire delegates today 
p romised to giv e th eir ov erall re­ 
p ly Wednesday to an allied p ro­ 
p osal for an armistice in 30 day s 
in Korea. 
At th e close of an h ou r and 15 - 
minu te session at Panmu njom, 
th ey asked and got a recess 
th rou gh Tu esday . 
Th ey wanted 
to stu dy a p lan key ed to a tru ce 
line wh ich cou rses u p to more 
th an 25 miles north of Parallel 38 . 
Th e Reds ap p arently want to 
refer th e m atter to Peip ing— 
wh ere 
Red 
Ch ina’s 
Foreign 
Minister Ch ou En-lai today issu ed 
a statement backing u p a Ru ssian 
p rop osal th at Parallel 38 be th e 
line of demarcation for div ided 
Korea. 
Ch inese Red Gen. Hsieh Fang 
of th e Commu nist delegation said 
th e Reds, after stu dy ing th e p lan, 
wou ld come back Wednesday with 
th e ov erall rep ly . 
Th e h ou r of 
th e nex t meeting will be 11 a. m. 
(9 p . m. Tu esday , E.S.T.). 
Allied Prop osal 
Th e allies h av e p rop osed th at 
th e p resent line of battle contact 
across Korea be accep ted as a 
temp orary demarcation line now 
and th at su ch a line become th e 
p ermanent cease-fire line if a fu ll 
armistice is signed with in 30 
day s. 
If all armistice p roblems are 
net settled in 30 day s, th e UN 
p lan calls for a new demarcation 
line to be fix ed, based on “su ch 
conditions as will be at th e time 
mu tu ally agreed to by th e dele­ 
gations of both sides.” Continu ed 
figh ting migh t h av e ch anged it by 
th en. Point one of th e allied p ro­ 
p osal states th at figh ting will go 
on u ntil an armistice is signed. 
It was th e fou rth and last p oint 
in th e UN p lan wh ich took u p 
most of th e time at Monday ’s ses­ 
sion in Panmu njom. Th e meeting 
was th e 26 th of th e joint su bcom­ 
mittees since th e armistice talks 
resu med Oct. 25 . 
Resu lts in Settlement 
Once before in th e long drawn 
ou t talks, a Commu nist recess re­ 
su lted in settlement of a dead­ 
lock. Last Ju ly th e Reds asked 
for and got a th ree-day recess. 
Immediately afterward, th e two 
delegations agreed on an armi­ 
stice agenda. 
Maj. Gen. Henry I. Hodes, sen­ 
ior member of th e UN su bcom­ 
mittee, • ex p lained again to th e 
Reds Monday th at a new p rov i­ 
sional demarcation line mu st be 
determined at th e end of a 30- 
day p eriod if a fu ll armistice h as 
not been reach ed at th at time. 
He said p oint fou r meant th at 
new and u nforseeable conditions 
may h av e arisen in th e meantime 
wh ich wou ld gov ern th e negotia­ 
tions. 
Th e 30-day p eriod u nder 
th e p lan wou ld begin at th e time 
th e fu ll delegations ratified th e 
p rop osal.

19 UP) — A 
ju dge today scath ingly denou nced 
college sp orts p ractices, and said 
th e growing influ ence of gamblers 
may “ex p lode into an atomic 
scandal.” 
General Sessions Ju dge Sau l S. 
Streit, in a blistering statement 
before sentencing 14 basketball 
p lay ers 
for 
consp iring 
to 
fix 
games, called for reform in col­ 
lege sp orts. 
He accu sed colleges in general 
of engaging in big-bu siness and 
p rofessionalism in th eir sp orts 
p rograms, with recru iting sy stems 
wh ereby “ath letes are bou gh t and 
p aid for.” 
He said th at ath letic coach es 
were p art of th e u nder-th e-cou n­ 
ter p ractices, and said college 
p residents and facu lties mu st as­ 
su me “direct control” of sp orts to 
eliminate “all ou tside influ ences.” 
Th e “sh ocking situ ation,” h e 
said, ex ists th rou gh ou t th e cou n­ 
try . 
‘Scho lastic Duplicity * 
Colleges engage in sch olastic 
du p licity to keep star ath letes in 
sch ool, th e ju dge said, and many 
accep t ath letes wh ose academic 
standings normally wou ld 
ban 
th em from admission. 
He said ov eremp h asis on sp orts 
and th e p ractices u sed to bu ild 
winning teams is p art of a p rofit­ 
able, big-bu siness enterp rise, and 
warp s edu cational goals. 
He blasted ath letic recru iting 
sy stems, th e su bsidizing of ath ­ 
letes, and said gambling in col­ 
legiate 
sp orts 
was 
known 
to 
coach ing staffs. 
‘Th e naiv ete, th e eq u iv ocation 
and th e denials of th e coach es 
and th eir assistants concerning 
th eir knowledge of gambling, re­ 
cru iting and su bsidizing wou ld be 
comical were th ey not so desp ica­ 
ble,” h e said.

Verona, Mantova 


Rovigo, Italy, Nov. 19 Lf*)—The 
home of Romeo and Juliet— 
Verona—and Mantova today fell 
under the menace of Italy’s ram­ 
paging flood with the collapse of 
a quarter-mile section of the 
northern bank of Bianco (White) 
Canal. 
The break, which has doubled 
in size since yesterday, was only 
one more new calamity in the 
desolated Po delta, where nearly 
200,000 persons have been made 
homeless. 
A fierce storm-driven rain in 
some parts of the vast area added 
to sufferings of thousands of 
isolated hungry threatened per- 
sohs. It also added to the floods, 
which in the past IO days have 
brought death to more than IOO 
north Italians. 
Rovigo, the provincial capital, 
was a deserted city. 
A fleet of small boats was 
rushed to Adda, where 20,000 of 
the 35,000 population were ma­ 
rooned 
after 
ignoring 
earlier 
warnings. During the weekend 
the waters covered the city and 
today rose in many places to sec­ 
ond-story level. 
The canal break was 40 miles 
from Verona, a city of 170,000, 
made famous by Shakespeare’s 
story. 
An official told reporters 
the collapse of the canal bank 
was a “major threat which di­ 
rectly menaces even Verona and 
Mantova." 
Ruin Is Spread 
The flood waters spread muddy 
ruin over a delta triangle 36 miles 
deep and 18 miles wide at its 
Adriatic Sea base. 
Submerged in the triangle were 
Adda, Cavarzere, a city of 25,000 
residents; Loreo, with 11,000, and 
Donada, 8,700, plus scores of vil­ 
lages, hamlets and farms. 
After a full day of isolation 
those still in Adda, got some sup­ 
plies from an amphibious plane. 
Damage so far was estimated 
in the millions of dollars. 
From Rose a U. S. SA-16 am­ 
phibious plane took off with ra­ 
tions for the stricken area. It was 
piloted by Maj. Robert M. Fer­ 
guson of Sturgeon Bay, Wis. 
Officials said more planes would 
take off for the flood area as soon 
as the weather cleared.

He said that athletic coaches 
were part of the under-the-coun­ 
ter practices, and said college 
presidents and faculties must as­ 
sume "direct control" of sports to 
eliminate “all outside influences." 
The “shocking situation," he 
said, exists throughout the coun­ 
try. 
•Scholastic Duplicity* 
Colleges engage in scholastic 
duplicity to keep star athletes in 
school, the judge said, and many 
accept athletes whose academic 
standings normally would

them from admission. 
He said overemphasis on sports 
and the practices used to build 
winning teams is part of a profit­ 
able, big-business enterprise, and 
warps educational goals. 
He blasted athletic recruiting

Paris, Nov. 19 UP)—U. S. Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Acheson In­ 
troduced the west’s disarmament 
plan today and fervently appealed 
for its acceptance to “open a 
broad highway along which wa 
can all march together." 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky listened impassively 
as Acheson urged all countries 
not “to turn aside into the noise- 
some alleys of propaganda." 
Acheson was asking the UN, in 
its 60-nation political committee, 
to adopt a program which would 
set up a 12-nation disarmament 
commission to start the ball roll­ 
ing in a step-by-step supervised 
arms reduction as proposed by 
the U. S., France and Britain. 
Acheson chose to present the 
plan to the committee personally. 
It was his first appearance In per­ 
son before a UN committee to in­ 
troduce and explain a resolution 
on any subject 
The commission, made up of 
the members of the UN Security 
Council plus Canada, would lay 
the groundwork for a world arms 
reduction conference to which 
such 
non-UN 
nations as Red 
China would be invited. 
Strict Controls 
The resolution which Acheson 
introduced for the western Big 
Three calls for strictly controlled, 
gradual disarmament and a cen­ 
sus of all weapons, including 
atomic. 
The permanent members of tho 
Security Council, Britain, Nation­ 
alist China, France, Russia and 
the U. S., would have to agree on 
such a commission’s decisions, 
since each of the five would have 
veto power in the council. Tho 
commission would draw up for 
the world conference treaties of 
“regulation, limitation and bal­ 
anced 
reduction of all armed 
forces and all armaments. 
“We can seize this great oppor­ 
tunity for peace," Acheson said In 
a conciliatory speech which was 
greeted with great applause from 
the committee, “or we can fritter 
it away." 
The secretary of state made 
no direct mention of the Soviet 
Union, whose acceptance would bo 
necessary to start the plan roll­ 
ing. 
“There is no magic" In the 
west’s proposals, Acheson said, 
but he insisted the plan could be 
a turning point in world history. 
He told the delegates they were 
dealing with the “most important 
problem any group of statesmen 
have ever dealt with—the ques­ 
tion of national survival." 
Has Bitter TUt 
In the second political com­ 
mittee, meanwhile, Soviet Dele- 
ateg Jacob A. Malik tilted bitterly 
with Selim Sarper of Turkey. 
Political Committee No. 2 helps 
the first committee handle the 
heavy load of political problems 
before the General Assembly. 
Sarper was elected by acclama­ 
tion chairman of Political Com­ 
mittee No. 2, and Sven Grafstrom 
of Sweden defeated Ukrainian 
Delegate L. T. Palamartchouk for 
vice chairman. The clash between 
Sarper and Malik on this contest 
looked like the prelude to a long 
series of east-west wrangles in the 
committee. 
The first political committee 
abandoned its plans for an after­ 
noon session so that its members 
could have time to study Ache- 
son’s speech before going on with 
the debate cm the west's arms 
proposals.

SUPPRESSION OF FREEDOM 
It is difficu lt to convince Americans that their 
freedoms are in danger. The other night, I listened 
to Senator John Bricker of Ohio explaining to an 
au dience of newspapermen the dangers to them 
and their cou ntry of the so-called covenant of hu ­ 
man rights which the United Nations, inclu ding 
some shameless Americans, are trying to pu t over 
on u s. 
I am su re that these men did not realize 
the importance or the seriou sness of the senator's 
speech. Unfortu nately, we possess so great a 
wealth of liberty that we often disregard ou r 
treasu res. 
Compare, for example. Amendment No. 1 to the 
Constitu tion of the United States with Article 14, 
Paragraph 3, of the draft covenant of hu man 
rights! 
^ 
The first amendment of the American Constitu ­ 
tion reads: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an es­ 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the govern­ 
ment for a redress of grievances.” 
That amendment simply says, with regard to 
the press, that Congress shall mako no laws abridg­ 
ing its freedom. There are no ifs, no whereases, no 
bu ts. 
Article 14, Paragraph 3. of the United Na­ 
tions covenant is more involved, more wordy, be­ 
cau se it seeks to su ppress freedom of the press. 
Read it: 
“The right to seek, receive and impart informa­ 
tion and ideas carries with it special du ties and

Seco ndly , the Pero nista s, his 
po litica l pa rty , cha ng ed the electio n la w to 
fa v o r themselv es. 
Bey o nd this, Pero n co mpletely intimida ted 
a nd restricted the o ther pa rties by a v a riety 
o f dev ices, no t ex cluding impriso nment. The 
lea der o f the Ra dica l Pa rty , no demo cra tic 
ro se himself,' twice wa s ja iled fo r sho wing 
“ disrespect” to Pero n. 
The Arg entine dicta to r used the pretex t o f 
the recent a bo rtiv e milita ry rev o lt to a rrest 
ma ny civ ilia n po litica l enemies a nd frig hten 
ma ny mo re. 
By a ll these mea sures Pero n a ssured him­ 
self tha t the electio n-da y results wo uld be 
“ rig ht” witho ut use o f so rdid ta ctics like 
ba llo t-bo x stuffing o r fra udulent co unting .

tain penalties, liabilities, and restrictions, bu t these 
shall be su ch only as are provided by law and are 
necessary for the protection of national secu rity, 
pu blic order, safety, health or morals, or of the 
rights, freedoms or repu tations of others.” 
Under this provision, newspapers, magazines, 
news-gathering agencies, wire-services and that 
part of radio which su pplies news or comment 
wou ld be limited to exactly what the government 
of a cou ntry wanted its people to be told. 
The 
competition for news and the contentiou sness over 
views wou ld disappear and in their place wou ld 
stand only the propaganda of officialdom—the par­ 
tisanship and bias of those in power, protecting 
their vested interest intthe statu s qu o. There is no 
freedom in that. 
Of this provision the State Department once 
said that it was “generally satisfactory from the 
point of view of the United States”—a statement 
w’hich is not and cannot be tru e. Actu ally the peo­ 
ple of the United States have not been consu lted 
concerning it and most of u s hardly know what is 
being done abou t it. The covenant was conceived 
in secrecy and proclaimed only to the initiated. It 
is so long and confu sed a docu ment that few bother 
to read it. 
Senator Bricker said before the Silu rians in 
New York: 
“The most dangerou s featu re of Article 14 of 
the ‘ draft covenant is the au thority to impose 
panalties and restrictions on the press to ensu re 
‘national secu rity.’ 
Becau se modern war is total 
war. almost every activity can be linked with some | 
facet of ‘national secu rity.’ 
For that reason the 
term ‘national secu rity’ cou ld be u sed to ju stify al­ 
most any restriction on the press which the Presi­ 
dent and the Congress might chhose to im­ 
pose. . . . ” 
The real danger is that it is not Congress that 
is legislating for the United States in this respect. 
It is a foreign, an alien body, the United Nations, 
most of whose members have never known freedom 
in their own cou ntries—certainly not freedom of 
the press. Most of them abhor freedom as danger­ 
ou s to those who control their people either in the 
slavery of Sovietism or in the tight grip of feu dal­ 
ism. Su ch men and women are legislating for u s. 
And when we accept their legislative decisions 
in the form of a treaty, ou r cou rts hold that a 
treaty, once signed by the President and ratified by 
the Senate in accordance with the Constitu tion, is 
the law of the land. 
Legislation by treaty can redu ce to ashes the 
freedoms which the Constitu tion gu arantees. 
Senator Bricker said: 
“. . . The words ‘national secu rity, pu blic 
order, safety’ and ‘health or morals’ are flexible 
enou gh to satisfy any dictator who wants to con­ 
trol the press of his cou ntry. Dr. Goebbels’s posi­ 
tion as editor-in-chief of the German press met the 
requ irement of ‘national secu rity.’ 
A dictator is 
the government. A dictator’s safety, secu rity, 
health, and repu tation are all jeopardized by an in­ 
dependent press. Why give these loathsome tyrants 
legal sanction for operating, regu lating or intimi­ 
dating the press? 
Why, indeed?

BLOOD—THE RIVER OF LIFE 
“Blood is the magic gift of life. There is no su b­ 
stitu te for it. It can come only from hu man donors. 
It is ou r best wonder medicine, as whole blood, as 
plasma (the liqu id part), as any of half a dozen 
parts or fractions that scientists now can draw 
from it.” 
I am qu oting from the Pu blic Affairs Pamphlet, 
“Blood—You r Gift of Life,” which inclu des an illu s­ 
tration showing the variou s su bstances contained 
in this magic gift—red cells, white cells, oxygen, 
carbon dioxide, minerals, proteins and others. It is 
written by Alton L. Biakeslee, the noted health 
writer. There is abou t a gallon and a half of blood 
(12 to 13 pints) in the normal sized person. It is 
mostly water and salt and “billions of tiny ships or 
cells, red and white.” It flows throu gh 60,000 miles 
of arteries, capillaries and veins to bathe all the 
tissu es of you r body, to take them life-giving and 
life-su staining oxygen, to carry back carbon dioxide 
and other wastes. And it is ju st as important to 
have these watses removed by the skin, lu ngs, 
kidneys and large intestine as it is to receive oxy­ 
gen. A stove or boiler cannot bu rn properly if 
ashes are not removed. 
Blood contains everything necessary for life and 
health. It contains hormones, the powerfu l chemical 
regu lators of life; it carries vitamins and enzymes 
(ferments which help su bstances to “get together” 
and produ ce other valu able su bstances.) 
* 
The red cells are the food and oxygen carriers 
and the white cells fight off harmfu l organisms. 
For many years the liqu id part of the blood, the 
plasma, was thou ght of as ju st a liqu id to carry 
the cells, bu t now it is known that it is as necessary 
to life and health as the cells themselves. Plsama 
can bo dried to a pow’der and stored in bottles for 
five years. It needs only to be mixed with sterile 
water for injection into hu man veins. 
Plasma has come into great u se du ring wartime 
as it prevents death from shock. Shock has been a 
major cau se of death in war and civilian disasters 
becau se of the great loss of flu id from the blood. 
Plasma is rich in protein, now considered ou r chief 
food, which not only maintains body stru ctu re bu t 
repairs worn parts as well.

(a) to fight shock, (b) to carry antibodies which 
fight disease, (c) to prevent anemia (thin blood), 
(d) to clot blood, preventing death from bleeding.

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PERON SITS IN A SHAKY SEAT 
Juan Peron, riding the crest of a 2 to I 
election majority, may be able to contend 
honestly that Argentina’s recent voting was 
really fair. But that was all part of the plot; 
the rigging was done in advance. 
Every dictator yearns for respectability, 
and Peron is no exception. He would like the 
world to believe he is actually the choice of 
the people. Perhaps he is, but this election 
did not prove it. 
For the dictator who resorts to the forms 
of democracy to enchance his statute still 
finds it necessary to eliminate the inherent 
risks of the democratic method. Peron took 
care of that aspect of his problem nicely. 
First of all, he held tight rule over press 
and radio, effectively throttling the opposi­ 
tion’s voice. Secondly, the Peronistas, his 
political party, changed the election law to 
favor themselves. 
Beyond this, Peron completely intimidated 
and restricted the other parties by a variety 
of devices, not excluding imprisonment. The 
leader of the Radical Party, no democratic 
rose himself/ twice was jailed for showing 
“disrespect” to Peron. 
The Argentine dictator used the pretext of 
the recent abortive military revolt to arrest 
many civilian political enemies and frighten 
many more. 
By all these measures Peron assured him­ 
self that the election-day results would be 
“right” without use of sordid tactics like 
ballot-box stuffing or fraudulent counting. 
He won by an agreeable margin—not too 
flashy, but just the kind of majority a rea­ 
sonably popular fellow might be expected 
to pile up. ' 
So, theoretically at least, the Argentinians 
have Peron for another six years. But it 
would not be sensible to consider this an 
assured fact. For in truth Peron is in a very 
shaky position. 
Temporarily, he has passed his test, not 
with the electorate but with the army, the 
real power in Argentina. But the top mili­ 
tary men could change their minds at any 
time. 
. Peron has run Argentine economic affairs 
with often ignorant abandon. Consequently, 
the country now is in the grip of serious 
inflation. Many parts of the economy are 
out of kilter. Farmers are in rebellion 
against price controls. 
Before the election, army leaders ex­ 
amined this whole situation carefully with 
Peron. Presumably they were satisfied for 
the moment with his plans for coping with 
the trouble. But any marked failure in the 
months ahead could lead to his quick ouster. 
Some reports say he is already feathering a 
nest in exile in anticipation of this prospect. 
The Argentine people do not appear to 
put any great store yet by the freedoms we 
prize so highly. Hence the army doesn’t 
worry about them, either. But the Argen­ 
tinians have as much concern for their stom­ 
achs and their pocketbooks as people any­ 
where. And that explains the army’s fret­ 
ting over present trends. 
Peron’s re-election has fooled no one into 
believing he is a democratically chosen presi­ 
dent. But neither should the fact his elec­ 
tion was rigged deceive anyone into think­ 
ing him a dictator of great strength and 
cunning. In the most realistic sense he is 
the creature of the army, aping the dic­ 
tator’s mannerisms but lacking real power. 
He could be brought down at a stroke.

SUPPRESSION OF FREEDOM 
It is difficult to convince Americans that their 
freedoms are in danger. The other night, I likened 
to Senator John Bricker of Ohio explaining to an 
audience of newspapermen the dangers to them 
and their country of the so-called covenant of hu­ 
man rights which the United Nations, including 
some shameless Americans, are trying to put over 
on us. I am sure that these men did not realize 
the importance or the seriousness of the senator's 
speech. Unfortunately, we possess so great a 
wealth of liberty that we often disregard our 
treasures. 
Compare, for example. Amendment No. I to the 
Constitution of the United States with Article 14, 
Paragraph 3, of the draft covenant of human 
rights! 
.

The first amendment of the American Constitu­ 
tion reads: 
“Congress shall make no law respecting an es­ 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the govern­ 
ment for a redress of grievances.” 
That amendment simply says, with regard to 
the press, that Congress shall make no laws abridg­ 
ing its freedom. There are no ifs. no whereases, no 
buts. Article 14, Paragraph 3. of the United Na­ 
tions covenant is more involved, more wordy, be­ 
cause it seeks to suppress freedom of the press. 
Read it: 
“The right to seek, receive and impart informa­ 
tion and ideas carries w’ith it special duties and 
responsibilities and may therefore be subject to cer­ 
tain penalties, liabilities, and restrictions, but these 
shall be such only as are provided by law and are 
necessary for the protection of national security, 
public order, safety, health or morals, or of the 
rights, freedoms or reputations of others.” 
Under this provision, newspapers, magazines, 
news-gathering agencies, wire-services and that 
part of radio which supplies news or comment 
would be limited to exactly what the government 
of a country wanted its people to be told. 
The 
competition for new's and the contentiousness over 
view's would disappear and in their place would 
stand only the propaganda of officialdom—the par­ 
tisanship and bias of those in power, protecting 
their vested interest infthe status quo. There is no 
freedom in that. 
Of this provision the State Department once 
said that it was “generally satisfactory from the 
point of view of the United States”—a statement 
which is not and cannot be true. Actually the peo­ 
ple of the United States have not been consulted 
concerning it and most of us hardly know what is 
being done about it. The covenant w'as conceived 
in secrecy and proclaimed only to the initiated. It 
is so long and confused a document that few bother 
to read it. 
Senator Bricker said before the Silurians in 
New York: 
“The most dangerous feature of Article 14 of 
the * draft covenant is the authority to impose 
panalties and restrictions on the press to ensure 
'national security.’ 
Because modern war is total 
war. almost every activity can be linked with some 
facet of 'national security.’ 
For that reason the 
term 'national security* could be used to justify al­ 
most any restriction on the press w'hich the Presi­ 
dent and the Congress might choose to im­ 
pose. . . .’’ 
The real danger is that it is not Congress that 
is legislating for the United States in this respect. 
It is a foreign, an alien body, the United Nations, 
most of whose members have never known freedom 
in their own countries—certainly not freedom of 
the press. Most of them abhor freedom as danger­ 
ous to those who control their people either in the 
slavery of Sovietism or in the tight grip of feudal­ 
ism. Such men and women are legislating for us. 
And when we accept their legislative decisions 
in the form of a treaty, our courts hold that a 
treaty, once signed by the President and ratified by 
the Senate in accordance with the Constitution, is 
the law of the land. 
Legislation by treaty can reduce to ash*es the 
freedoms which the Constitution guarantees. 
Senator Bricker said: 
. . The words ‘national security, public 
order, safety’ and ‘health or morals’ are flexible 
enough to satisfy any dictator who wants to con­ 
trol the press of his country. Dr. Goebbels^ posi­ 
tion as editor-in-chief of the German press met the 
requirement of ‘national security.’ 
A dictator is 
the government. A dictator's safety, security, 
health, and reputation are all jeopardized by an in­ 
dependent press. Why give these loathsome tyrants 
legal sanction for operating, regulating or intimi­ 
dating the press?

BLOOD—THE RIVER OF LIFE 
"Blood is the magic gift of life. There is no sub­ 
stitute for it. It can come only from human donors. 
It is our best wonder medicine, as whole blood, as 
plasma (the liquid parti, as any of half a dozen 
parts or fractions that scientists now' can draw 
from it.’’ 
I am quoting from the Public Affairs Pamphlet, 
“Blood—Your Gift of Life,’’ which includes an illus­ 
tration showing the various substances contained 
in this magic gift—red cells, white cells, oxygen, 
carbon dioxide, minerals, proteins and others. It is 
written by Alton L. Blakeslee, the noted health 
writer. There is about a gallon and a half of blood 
(12 to 13 pints) in the normal sized person. It is 
mostly water and salt and “billions of liny ships or 
cells, red and white.” It flows through 60,000 miles 
of arteries, capillaries and veins to bathe all the 
tissues of your body, to take them life-giving and 
life-sustaining oxygen, to carry back carbon dioxide 
and other wastes. And it is just as important to 
have these W'atses removed by the skin, lungs, 
kidneys and large intestine as it is to receive oxy­ 
gen. A stove or boiler cannot burn properly if 
ashes are not removed. 
Blood contains everything necessary’ for life and 
health. It contains hormones, the powerful chemical 
regulators of life; it carries vitamins and enzymes 
(ferments which help substances to “get together” 
and produce other Valuable substances.) 
The red cells are the food and oxygen carriers 
and the white cells fight off harmful organisms. 
For many years the liquid part of the blood, the 
plasma, was thought of as just a liquid to carry 
the cells, but now it is known that it is as necessary 
to life and health as the cells themselves. Plsama 
can be dried to a pow’der and stored in bottles for 
five years. It needs only to be mixed with sterile 
water for injection into human veins. 
Plasma has come into great use during wartime 
as it prevents death from shock. Shock has been a 
major cause of death in war and civilian disasters 
because of the great loss of fluid from the blood. 
Plasma is rich in protein, now considered our chief 
food, wrhich not only maintains body structure but 
repairs worn parts as well. 
Some of the uses of the parts of the blood are 
(a) to fight shock, (b) to carry antibodies which 
fight disease, (c) to prevent anemia (thin blood), 
(d) to clot blood, preventing death from bleeding.

In rubber bridge or In a total- 
point bridge contest a part-score 
(Contract is of only limited im- 
jportance. You can’t afford to bid 
too vigorously when the strength 
is evenly d i v i d e d because it i 
’doesn't pay to expose yourself to 
a possibly severe penalty when 
all you can gain is a part score. 
; 
The safest way to compete in 
these situations is to open the bid­ 
ding with even the barest re­ 
quirements for an opening bid. i 
! We can see the advantage of this 
procedure by examining a hand 
played in the recent contest for 
the team championship of the 
United States. 
At one table, as shown in the 
diagram, South opened the bid­ 
ding with his “minnie.” 'Die op­ 
ponents just never entered the 
auction, and it is hard to blame 
them for staying out. They were 
vulnerable, and thfe penalty might 
be severe if they stepped out of 
line. 
North made three hearts easily 
enough, for a score of 140 points. 
He had to lose two diamonds and

Marty Barry , a member o f the Original Celtics, paid great 
tribute to Husta as a co mpetito r o f such stature in a recent let­ 
ter to Van Hav er, the upto wn barrister. Barry is no w a practic­ 
ing atto rney . 
“Carl was tru ly a co ntemp o rary o f mine,” Barry wro te, and o u r 
basketball careers p aralleled q u ite clo sely . 
The y ear Carl bro ke in 
I was p lay ing with Co ho es and it was that y ear, 1921-22, that I led 
the sco ring d u ring the first half and Benny Bo rgmann, Carl’s team­ 
mate, led the sco ring in the seco nd . 
“Later when I p lay ed with Ro chester in the o ld American Basket­ 
ball Leagu e, Carl p lay ed with Clev eland and we o p p o sed each o ther 
many times, inclu d ing the Wo rld Series champ io nship in 1931, which 
was wo n by the Clev eland Ro senblu ms after a v ery bitter series. 
“ Carl's ty pe o f play was simplicity itself, which naturally 
made fo r perfectio n,” Barry co ntinues. “ He was o ne o f the hard­ 
est wo rkers the game ev er knew and was alway s in to pno tch 
phy sical co nditio n. This is pro bably due to the fact that in the 
times I knew him, to my kno wledge, he nev er either drank o r 
smo ked. 
This was quite unusual, because mo st o f us o ld pro s, 
after the game was o v er, liked a stimulating drink o r two befo re 
we ate o ur steak. 
“One o f the things a fello w remembers abo u t Carl’s ty p e is the 
fact that there was v ery little sq u awking o r co mp laining in his make­ 
u p . He p lay ed hard and ex p ected hard p lay in retu rn. W hat I am 
abo u t to say may seem eu lo gistic, bu t I want y o u to believ e it ab­ 
so lu tely . In all the d ay s I knew Carl, I nev er o nce heard any p lay er 
o r o fficial u tter o ne d ero gato ry wo rd in co nnectio n with Carl’s co n­ 
d u ct o n o r o ff the basketball co u rt. 
And this is so in sp ite o f the 
fact that I p lay ed o n teams with men who knew him v ery well, fel­ 
lo ws like Geo rge Artu s,'Nick Harv ey , Benny Bo rgmann, Gaza Chiz- 
mad ia, Lefty Kintzing, Tiny Hearn, Jimmy Clinto n, Jo e Lap chick, 
Jo hnny Beckman and also wo rked u nd er his o ld manager, the late 
and belo v ed ‘Po p ’ Mo rgenweck.
